The Licensed Vocational Nursing 
School opened this fall at the A. 
and M. Campus of Hartnell, in 
Alisal. 

At present it is not fully equipped 
but this has not hampered the two 
instructors, _Mrs. _Maybelle —Ruse 
and Mrs. Patricia Peterson who 
understand the work to be done in 
training women for this profession 
and are willing to use what is at 
hand.

The first half 
ended with the score 13 to 12 in 
favor of Hartnell.

HOMECOMING IS A 
16-YR. TRADITION

Tomorrow's Homecoming game 
with Menlo will mark a tradition 
that has been in existence at Hart- 
nell for 16 years. 


In the first Homecoming in 1938, 
Hartnell trounced Marin J.C., 26-7. 
It was the first time that a Salinas 
football team had played at night 
under the lights. 


In 1939, the Panthers triumphed 
over Santa Rosa J.C. 

When Hartnell hosted Marin. in 
1940, Salinas boasted of the largest 
majorette group in the world. Play- 
ing before the 32 beautiful coeds, 
the Panthers nosed out the visitors, 
13-6. 

Sacramento ended the Homecom- 
ing win skein in 1941 when they 
edged the locals, 7-6, before 4,000 
fans. 

During the war years from 1942-5 
there were no Homecoming games 
due to the lack of manpower. In 
fact, the Panthers were so desperate 
for a team that their schedule con- 
sisted mainly of high school teams. 

Hartnell was again on the win- 
ning road as they eked out a 6-0 
victory over Mesa Junior College 
in 1946. 

The first- Homecoming queen, 
Nadine Conger, was elected in 1947. 
Her reign was darkened somewhat 
by the Panther loss to Menlo, 20-0. 

Ollie Matson and the University 
of San Francisco racked the Pan- 
thers, 20-7, in 1948. 

City College of San Francisco 
nipped the Panthers, 15-13, in "49. 
The following year the Big Cats 
rolled over Menlo, 27-7. 

The Panthers upset a highly fa- 
vored San Jose State J.V. team, 
20-18, in 1951. 

In 1952 and 1953, the Panthers 
32-0, 


shellacked Menlo, 25-13 and 
respectively.
